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SCHOOL FOR GIRLS! 


Bishop Whitaker's Efforts 


and Success. 


Reno's Great Female Semi- 


nary and. Hopes for 


the Future. 


Bishop "Whituher'a School for Girls 


has now been iu ouccossful operation 
for ten years. It hao attained a wide 
reputation for the wisdom of its rnao- 
agement and thoroughness of its 
•work. From tLo start it baa baen 
characterized by the paternal nature 
of its government, and its social 
training in \Tomanly qualities. While 
diligent attention has bean given to 
that part of education which can be 
attained from books, still greater 
stress has been laid upon the forma- 
tion of an upright, pare character. 
Its influence is felt in hundreds of 
homes, and it has become one of the 
moat important factors in determin- 
ing tho future character of Nevada. 


During these years Bishop Whita 


ker bus given to the school a large 
portion of his time and strength, and 
the benefit of years of previous ex- 
perience in teaching and tha manage- 
ment of schools. 


Bat this institution, to which the 


people of this State owe so much, 
could not have been founded but for 
the generous gift of Misa Catharine 
L. Wolfe, of New. York, a noble 
Christian woman, whose liberal en- 
dowments have .aided many similar 
undertakings, and whose benefactions 
have been widely bestowed for the 
f nrtheronce ot education and religion 
not only throughout the United 
States, but in foreign lands. 
In 1875, Miss Wolfe offered to give 


tan thousand dollars for esUblibhing 
a Bohool for girls in Nevada, provided 
the Bishop weuld raise an equal 
amount. In considering the most 
desirable place for the location of 
the school, there seemed to be no 
question thot Reno offered the great- 
est advantages. It was the most 
easily reached, its climate was health- 
ful, its future growth and perma- 
nonce -were certain, and there was, 
moreover, an earnest desire on the 
part of the people to have the school 
located here. 
This desire found practical ex- 


pression in the giving, by individual 
Bubscriptions, four thousand dollars 
in money, and the offering of several 
desirable sites for the erection of 
buildings. 


Mr. Hutch offered a part of his im- 


proved ground; Mr. Leete offered 
fifteen acres if the school was located 
on his property; Gen. Evans, with 
his brothers, offered the site which 
tho State University now occupies; 
Mr. Lake offered land on tho bluff 
south of the river, and the Central 
Pacific Company offered half o block, 
to be selected from their lands in 
Reno. 


At a public meeting held in May, 
1870, a committee of citizens was 
elected to serve as a Council of Ad- 
vice te the Bishop in selecting a site. 
The committee, consisting of Messrs. 
C. T. Bender, B. F. L«ete, W. R. 
Chamberlain, A. J. Hatch and A. H. 
Mttnniag, visited the places that had 
been oiffared, aud unanimously de- 
cided that the bUck upon which the 
school now stands was, taking all 
things into consideration, the most 
suitable for tha use desired, assnr- 
ance being given that if this site 
should be taken tho other half of the 
block would be donated. There were 
eome who thought that the place 
chosen was too far from town, and 
indeed it might well aeem so. There 
were then but a very few houses in 
the space between the school block 
and the railroad, The walk from 
the depot to tne school was nearly 
half the way through sagebrush, and 
north and west was an unbroken 
waste of sago as for as the eye could 
see. 
No1* the space in front is occu- 


pied with neat dwellings, and tho 
sagebrush on the woat and north has 
giyen way to waving fields of wheat 


and grass. In the meantime, by dil 
igent solicitation, the Bishop had 
raised the six thousand dollars needed 
in addition to tho four thousand 
given by the citizens of Reao, to se- 
cure Miss Wolfe's gift, and in June 
the erection of the school building 
was begun. It was prosecuted vig 
orously, and on the 12th of October 
the first session of the school began 
with fifty pupils aud five teachera, 
Miss Kate A. Sill being the Princi- 
pal. Since that time there have been 
changes in teachers, and a varying 
attendance of pupils; but tho system 
of management which Miss Sill in- 
augurated, and the high ideal which 
she sot before all who cams in con- 
tact with her, has been present as a 
power in the lifo and worth of tho 
school. At tha end of the second 
year she returned to her home in the 
East, bat after R rear'a absence she 
resumed ner position and continued 
in the efficient pai formr.noe of her 
duties until sho died in November, 
1SSO, loved and honored by all who 
know her. The following season an 
exquisite stained glass window was 
placed in the school room in memcry 
af her, which serves not only to 
make the place more beautiful, but 
as a perpetual reminder of a conse- 
crated Christian life. Her place has 
since been succesively filled by Miss 
C, H. Sauford and Miss Annie M. 
Rued, oaoh of whom possessed ad- 
mirable qualifications for the posi- 
tion, and it is now occupied by Miss 
Amy Pease, who combines in a laige 
degree the best qualities of those 
who preceded her. But to no one 
who has been connected with the 
ochool is it more indebted than to 
Miss Eva Quaiffe, who from its be- 
ginning has been at the head of the 
Department of Musio. It is to her 
rare ability as a teacher, her skill 
in music, aod her hearty devo- 
tion to the school that the great 
success of this department is due. 
There are few schools. East or West, 
where the standard of musical attain- 
ment is so high, and whore the woik 
done is so satisfactory. 


The Bohool building erected in 


187G 
w»s designed to accommodate 


forty boarders and fiva teachers. It 
is 40x88, three stories in height, well 
arranged, heated with steam and sup- 
plied with hot and cold water. The 
carpenters' contract was for $13,500; 
mason work, 351,500; painting, 91,- 
550; plumbing aud steam fitting, $3,- 
450; so that the §20,000 raised was 
all expended in the erection of the 
building. To furnish and equip the 
house for use required a further out- 
lay of $8,500, and the school was 
opened with this amount of indebted- 
ness. With the low .rate of charges 
established, the income of the school 
is but little more than sufficient to 
meet the current expense, and some 
years it has fallen short of this. It 
was necessary therefore to obtain the 
amount needed to liquidate the debt, 
from other sources. As the JOUBNAI* 
said eight years ago, "the Bishop 
will wrestle with this debt until he 
gets rid of it; but how much better it 
would be if some of the rich men of 
th» coast would oomo forward and at 
once relievo him of it." But with 
the exception of Daniel Cook, who 
gave §1,000, the rich men did not 
eoruo forward with sny large sub- 
scriptions, and the Bishop was obliged 
to raise the greater part of the money 
among hia friends in the East. Miss 
Wolfe gave him aid again, and other 
friends of Christian education con 
tributed, and three years ago the 
debt waa extinguished. Since that 
time extensive improvements and 
additions have been made, tho greater 
part of the cost of whioh has been 
met by the Bishop's friends in the 
East. In 1884 the steam house was 
lengthened twelve feet and another 
story added, furnishing a well lighted 
studio and recitation room for the 
smaller girla. In 1885 a new building 
24x50, two stories in height, was 
erected forty feet northeast of the 
main building, which gives much 
needed new recitation rooms, besides 
accommodating foar teachers 
and 


seven girls. The architect and builder 
of the new house was George E. 
Holesworth.the plumbing being done 
by Jaques, the mason work by Burke, 
and the painting by Mr. F. C.'Updike. 
The school now has room for fifty 
boarders and eight teachers, and 
during the past year all these places 
have been occupied. Daring the 
first five years of the school the aver- 
age number of boarders and day 
scholars in attendance was fifty five. 
During the last five years it kas been 
sixty-seven. 


To tha visitor the greatest appar- 


ent improvement has been in the ap- 
pearance of the grounds surrounding 
the school. These comprise about 
seven acres, all of which ten years 
ago were covered with sagebrush. 
Prom 1876 to 1881, but little could be 
done to improve the grounds for the 
want of water, the only available sup 
ply being tha Orr ditch, from which 
water was pnuaped for house purposes 
by a steam pump. But since the 
completion of the Highland ditch 
and tho construction of tho new 
reservoir the water supply hai been 
abundant, and a wonderful trans- 
formation has taken place.. 
The 


grounds have been laid oui with 
pleasant walks, the buildings are 
surrounded with beautiful flower 
gardens; more than five hundred trees 
have beou planted; a fine orchard has 
tjpen set out with eighty fruit trees, 
one half the block is covered with 
grass, and the lawus in front rival iu 
neatness and beauty those of Oakland. 
The place has become beautiful, and 
as time goes on the natural growth 
of the trees and foliage will rapidly 
increase ita beauty and attractiveness 
from year to year. 


The school has a small but valuable 


cabinet of minerals and a library of 
about four hundred volumes, to which 
additions are constantly being made, 
and which already requires more 
room. There is need of philosophical 
and chemical apparatus, but there is 
a prospect of this being supplied 
during the coming year. Continual 
improvement has been the order of 
the school from the beginning. The 
aim of the management hat) been to 
secure the beat teachers, to employ 
tho best methods, to maintain a gen- 
tle but firm discipline,, to- train the 
pupils in habits of industry and neat- 
ness, and to surround them with all 
the influences of a refined and happy 
home. The result has been apparent 
in the lives and eondnct of the girls 
who have been connected with it. 
As the home and its surroundings 
have grown more beautiful from year 
to year, the standard of scholarship 
has grown higher, and the general 
character of the school has been 
marked by constant advancement. 
Bishop Whitaker's School for Girla 
is an institution of which every citi- 
zen of Nevada may well be proud; 
and there is every reason for congrat- 
ulation that we have within our own 
State a school which furnishes every 
Bclvantagre for acquiring a thorough 
education which can be found in any 
sister State*

Genoa Conner says: A year ago last 
Spring Messis. Rodenbah and Hootman 
cleared oft a tract of sagebrush land near 
Mr. Rodenbah'a place on the east side 
of the valley, and last Fall drilled in 
about 30 acres of barley. It came up 
and did well, giving every promise of a 
splendid crop, until the hard freeze of 
list Spring, which greatly injured grain 
all through the valley, killed a portion 
of it. Tho remainder matured and the 
most of it was cut and threshed, yield- 
ing about 1,000 pounds to the acre. 
This yield was obtained as the fust crop 
on sagebrush land, and without a drop 
of water except what fell from 
the 


clouds. 
The grain is of the finest kind, 


the kernals being very p'.ump and sound 
and weighing 112 pounds to the sack. 
The past season was a very unfavorable 
one for grain raising, the hard freezes 
and cold winds of last Spring being some- 
thing unusual in this valley. 
Mr. 


Rodenbah 13 certain that had the season 
been favorable he would hove harvested 
a splendid crop, and this fall he will put 
in 100 acres in the same way. Mr. 
Rodenbah gires it as kis opinion that 
there is a great deal of sagebrush land 
in this valley that will raise a good crop 
of grain without irrigation, if sown in 
he Fall and the season is favorable.
